Dear Sir:—In reply to your note of the 
Ist of June, asking me to state what I 
know of the character of Judge White, of 
Tennessee, personally and politically, | 
will say briefly thatit is now about ten 
years since | saw Judge White last; that), 
my acquaintance with him previous to that 
time was of about 25 years duration, Al- 
though he lived in Kast Tennessee, and | 
in West Tennessee, | was frequently at his 
house in Knoxville; and he practised Jaw in 
West as well as in East Tennessee. When 
I first knew him he was a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the State. He practised 
law inthe higher courts of the State and in 
the federal courts of the State. Some time 
about the years 1808 or °9, he was appoint- 
ed Judge’ of the Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals for the State. He was always con- 
videred an able lawyer and judge, and his 
character as a man was unimpeached, so 
far as I know or believe. He was always 
believed to be an honest, upright man; and 
in his intercourse’ with men, he was coarie- 
ous, affable and frank. kn his manners and 
eens was simple and plaio. He was 
not very wealthy, but in easy circummstan- 
ces, A 

As (o his political principles I can only 
say, that he was always ranked with the 
republicans in his State; but never took a 
leading part in politics, nor aspired to of- 
fice. Ele wasvery popular, and without 
solicitation was promoted to the high offi- 
ces he filled in hie State. Since I left Ten- 
nessee, which is near ten years, 1 have 
known but little of Judge White's private 
life. His public life is too well known to 
make it necessary for meto say any thing 
about it. Since he has been in the Senate 
of the United States, he is the property of 
his coaniry, and his acts are known. Let 
the tree be judged by its fruit. 


I will say, Sir, in conglusion that it is with 
some reluctance that | consent to answer 
your letter;—first, because Judge White is 
now before the people of this nation as a 
candidate for the first office in the gilt of 
the people, and any thing | may gay or writé 
in relation to him, so far as the same may 
have a tendency to draw me into political 
collisions with my friends, which 1 dislike 
very much; and, second, | ama plain man 
and feel sensible that | am inadequate to the 
task you have laid upon me, that is, to give 
a just portrait of Judge White, politically 
and personally.
